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HE DRAGON, a fabulous monster commonly represented as a 
large-winged serpent with crested head and powerful claws, 
constitutes the imperial emblem of the Republic of China. But 
let it be known at once that there are no such things as dragons in 
the Celestial Empire. These hideous monstrosities are mere fabled 
creatures which figured prominently in ancient and mediaeval my- 
thologies, and about which were gathered many of the most heroic 
efforts of gods and men. 

In China the dragon has been considered as the embodiment or 
the Principle of Evil and for eenturies has been superstitiously 
dreaded and worshipped by countless millions of the yellow race. 

However, conditions are slowly changing — very slowly — but 
very certainly. You see, within the borders of China there 
live 400,000,000 people, approximately one fourth the 
earth's population. Then consider that there aTe but 
6,000 effective missionaries of the Christian religion in 
the country, or one to every 66,000 souls, and you will 
realize how gradual liiust be the advance of Christian 
thought. 

The grip of superstition upon the Chinese is almost 
incredible, It has controlled the practice of medicine 
and led to the pepetuation of exquisite tortures. It has 
prevented lh= spread of knowledge and given the most 
terrifying explanations of simple phenomena. It has 
dominated social and family life and made a naturally 
kindly people deliberately commit acts of unbelievable 
cruelty. Superstition is as innate in the character oF a 
Chinese as the love of fun is in that of an Irishman.

"Then think of CHINA. That mighty 
land is a world in itself, teeming with oppor- 
tunities. We have already made a most 
promising start in the Northern part of the 
country. Nearly 150 native Officers have 
been raised and trained, and are carrying 
Salvation to the dark places of their own 
land. 

"Our gratitude for the General's seventy 
years is to be expressed by building twenty 



distant locations bearing the message of the 
Saviour to their own peoples. 

"In West Africa our early efforts met 
with in difference, and even opposition, but 
that condition of things has largely disap- 
peared. A number of Chiefs have been con- 
verted and enrolled as Salvationists. In Ni- 
geria and on the Gold Coast men and wo- 
rnfin are being reclaimed and regenerated. 
Much the same story is to be told of Last 
Africa, and new opportunities are constantly 
opening up. 

"In South Africa, the Birthday gifts will, 
it is hoped, provide us wilh fifteen Halls and 
three Dispensaries in Native Reserves, and a 
Native Training Garrison. 

"In West Africa a Headquarters, a Train- 
ing Garrison, and 
Central Hall at Lagos, 
and at least one other 
Hall, and in East Af- 
rica a Training Garri- 
son and five Village 
Halls. 

"In both the EAST 
AND WEST INDIES 
there are pressing 
needs, especially the 
former. Throughout 
the whole of the East 
Indies leprosy is wide- 
ly prevalent — there 
being no fewer than 
70,000 victims. The 
Army is already do- 
ing much to alleviate 
their sufferings and 
to bring to them the 
love and power of the 
Saviour. The Birth- 
day proposals in- 
clude, in the Dutch 
East Indies, the es- 
tablishment of a 
Training Garrison and 
six Village Halls; and 
in the West Indies a 
Training Garrison. 

"In JAPAN a high- 
er percentage of Offi- 
cers is raised from 
Native Converts than 
in any other non-Christian land in which we 
are at work. That in itself is a magnificent 
tribute to the adaptability of our methods. 
The earthquake disaster of nearly a couple of 
years ago has enhanced our opportunity, and 
there has been a distinct advance in soul- 
saving. The permanent memorial will take 
the form of a Training Garrison, 

"While speaking of Japan one's mind 
naturally turns to KOREA, where one of our 
chief difficulties has been lack of suitable 
buildings. The birthday campaign will, we 
hope, prove a great gain to our operations. 
It is proposed to erect a Training Garrison 
and a Hall. 

"In a number of cases I am glad to say 
ihut Territorial Commanders who have 
learned of the plan have come forward with 
suggestions that the Territories for which they 
are responsible shall undertake the raising 
of the money required for certain specific 
objects amongst those I have named. This

'i have just returned from Pada. where my father used to go to catch 
slaves to kill, but by the power of Cod 1 have told the people there of 
Jesus. Six men and women of the village say they believe; they have 
come wilh nic, and are all here now. They want mo to help them get an 
olllcial lelter from Ihe Ofllcers so that all may know they arc ad- 
herents of The Salvation Army." 

These people who, led by the son of Ihe chief of Kanlewoe. had 
walked for six days L» attend some special Meetings, wire actually 
entertained to 'food In the chief's house! The old man's three chil- 
dren are all Salvationists and his grandchildren are Juniors. They 
also attend The Salvation Army Day School. I 

Another testimony was given at this same Meeting by the son 
of the chief or another village. He said, "When 1 was a boy I had 
to do as heathen priests told me, but now 1 am made tree, by Hie 
power of God, from all this heathendom. Salvation is not only for 
the poor and the children, but also for men of rank. I am sine our 
fathers were very wicked to catch men and kill them. Now 
they no longer da it because they are arraid of (he 
government, but I follow not only the command of the 
government, but that given by God."

PERHAPS you Wear the uniform of The Salva- 
tion Army, and are yet conscious of failure in 
presenting Jesus to those who work with you, 
to those at home, and to all who come into contact 
with you. Perhaps you sincerely long to make the 
world better than it is, and yet you fail to make a 
direct attack upon sin when you meet it in your 
daily life. You cannot be holy without being like 
Clod in attacking sin. 

The Bible tells us that sin cries to God. Before 
the destruction of Sodom and Gomorrah, "The 
Lord said. Because the cry of Sodom and Gomor- 
rah is great, and because their sin is very grievous; 
I will go down now, and see whether they have 
done altogether according to the cry of it, which is 
come unto Me" (Genesis 18:20, 21). When His 
children become like Him, and share His mind, sin 
"cries" to them. The "cry" of sin sets them long- 
ing to deliver the sinner from his 3in. 

LONG TO BE BETTER 

Every day Salvation Army Officers speak with 
converted people who long to be better than they 
are, but who say that they are greatly hindered in 
mind and soul by the evil conversation of their 
work-mates in the laundry, the factory, the work- 
shop, the field, or the office. Have you this diffi- 
culty to contend with? If so, is your voice raised 
in unmistakable protest against sin? 

Wherever evil exists, there God strives against 
it, and we. His children, are called to be like I lim. 
Writing to our Soldiers, the Founder said, "Death 
to sin in every shape and form, and that by the 
Blood and Fire, will make a good motto for you." 

No compromise or treaty with evil is possible 
to God. His attitude towards evil is laid bare in 
His instructions to His people as to the uncompro- 
mising line of action they were to take when they 
entered the Promised Land. They were to destroy 
the inhabitants of the land. Some people cannot 
reconcile that command with the mercy of God, 
because they do not realize that God wages deadly 
war against sin, and that those inhabitants were 
types of the enemies of God, types of boastful and 
persistent sin. 

WHY DISASTER CAME 

But instead of taking an uncompromising stand 
against evil, the Israelites first tolerated, and then 
began to imitate those who practised it. The child- 
ren of God chose rather to do as others did than ' 
to live by the light God had given them. So they 
fell into idol-worship and into immorality, which 
brought about their downfall, and finally they were 
carried away into miserable captivity. This disaster 
came about because they did not choose to range 
themselves with God in His persistent warfare 
against sin, 

I want you to proclaim the truth that it is im- 
possible to cover sin from the all-seeing eyes of 
God. Hidden Bin is always known to God, and is 
often discovered by man. Moses' words prove 
true every day: "Be sure your sin will find yo=.i 
out." 

In the days when pirates plied the seas, the

brig "Nancy" was suspected of being engaged in 
illegal traffic, and was pursued by the British man- 
of-war "Sparrow." The "Nancy" was overtaken 
and boarded, but not a scrap of incriminating evi- 
dence could be found among her papers, and the 
matter of her release was referred to the author- 
ities at Kingston (Jamaica), into which port she 
was brought. Great was the jubilation of the 
"Nancy's" canMin ^t the prospert of release! Can 
you imagine his consternation when he was sud- 
denly confronted in court with unmistakable evi- 
dence of guilt in the form of a bundle of papers 
which he had thrown overboard when pursued by 
the man-of-war, and which he had thought were 
safely buried in the depths of the sea? How were 
these papers found? A vessel cruising in those 
waters came upon a dead bullock surrounded by 
sharks, and the sailors towed the bullock alongside 
the boat and so caught a shark, in the body of 
which they found the bundle. By this strange 
means that captain's sin found him out; and those 
papers may be seen to-day in the Institute Museum 
of Kingston. 

RAISE YOUR VOICE IN PROTEST 

Instead of being a silent listener to evil con- 
versation, an unprotesting spectator of sin, will you 
raise your voice in protest? In South America, the 
natives used to draw off the milk juice which forms 
under the rubber by cutting gashes in the rubber 
trees at certain times of the year. The trees be- 
came all the worse after each operation, and 
finally died long before they would have died 
without this sapping of their strength. Will you 
point out that every word or act of sin robs the 
soul) 

I call upon you to seize every opportunity for 
proclaiming that God demands from every man 
clean lips and a clean life. Ohl will you shed 
abroad the saving truth that the Blood of Jesus 
Christ cleanses from all sin? 

An unbeliever, writing in one of the monthly 
magazines, made the following statement: "I con- 
sidered and discarded the doctrine of the atone- 
ment before I was six. I wrestled with the problem 
in bed in the dark, and decided that vicarious 
goodness was not sense." Few men and women, 1 
making a statement of their matured judgment and 
belief, would tacitly admit that they have no more 
power to wrestle with a problem than when they 
were six years of age! 

A PERFECT REMEDY 

Whether it is the power of sin which still tor- 
ments your own heart, though you have accepted 
Jesus as your Saviour, or whether it is the sin 
which you see in the lives of others, you may be 
very sure of this — God has provided a perfect 
remedy for sin. The atonement made Ly the willing 
Jesus is the only effectual means of blotting out 
sin, and the power of Jesus when He is in posses- 
sion can keep us from sinning: "This Man after He 
had offered one sacrifice for sins for ever, sat down ■' 
at the right hand of God" (Hebrews 10:12).

United States Starts B! s Drive on 
Inhabitants of "Rum Row" 



NO. IS THE GREAT 

PYRAMIDS, EGYPT 

THE PHRASE, "the great pyra- 
mids," has been used so often 
as to ereate a popular idea that 
tliey represent two or three speci- 
mens of Egyptian architecture 
that are at once unique and 
Isolated from the other ruins 
6! ancient splendor In the Nile 
Valley. On the contrary there 
are scores and scores of pyra- 
mids In Egypt, mid they range 
from the poorest of construc- 
tion and design to almost per- 
fection. Pyramid building 
covered a great many yeafb 
of Egyptian con- 
struction and had 
as definite a place 
In the arts of that 
country as cathed- 
ral building in 
England during the 
middle ages. The 
pyramids of Egypt 
were all designed 
to serve (he pur- 
pose of royal 
tombs, and to pre- 
serve the remains 
of the builders 
from desecration 
and the ravages of 
tbe spoiler. In thai 
they were miser- 
able failures, and 
a better, less cost- 
ly and more secret type of tomb be- 
come the order of the day. 

Of the large number of pyramids 
scattered over tbe area of Egypt, only 
sixteen have been identified, and 
amongst those are I he three pyramids 
located about twelve miles to the 
south-east of Cairo, and known as the 
Pyramids of Gizch. 

The largest of the three is that of 
Cheops. It covers almost thirteen 
Ucres of ground, measures 1'i'y feet at 
the base on each of its four aides. 
and rises 451 feet above tbn desert 
sShds. It is now a mass of huge 
stones, but in Its prime it was cover- 
■fed with white marble. Much of the 
etdne has been knocked from the top 
of. It ftrid there can he little doubt 
blit that Its orlginnl height was al- 
niotit five hundred feel, The other 
pyramids In this group are of slightly 
Hhiallcf dimensions, hut some idea of 
thBlf bulk may be gained from the 
estimate Hint about six million tons 
(It stono were uf.ncl In Hie conntniL- 
t.ldnof each. Much speculation has 
been Indulged In as to the mode of 
Construction. Prominent engineers 
ltitYB suggested (hnl an earthen run- 
way was consl moled from., (he river 
bunk to the site of Hie building. An 
each layer of Htotie was completed 
the runwny was elevated and new 
material rolled up until Hie last, tank 
Of I be builder was to remove this 
fflnss of earth and leave his pyramid 
towering above the desert, on nil 
sides. At any rate tlio Egyptian pyra- 
mids remain tho wonder of the world.

"ABIDE WITH ME" 

MADAME CLAKA BUTT, one ot 
the greatest of living vocalists, 
has Said that almost invariably 
when she allows an audience to select 
tin encore, (hoy choose "Abide with 
We," This may be partly duo to tho 
fact I hut it is so well-known that 
IMudamc Bull herself so dearly loves 
this great hymn, but i( is also no 
duubt due In n considerable mrtngnra 
to t.be beauty of thc hymn itself. 

Thc writer of the hymn was Honry 
Francis Lytc, who was born near 
Kelso, Scotland, in 173;}. He was left 
an orphan, and, as a child, Buffered 
poverty. In addition he was handi- 
capped by 11 very dclienle constitu- 
tion, and lived all his life under the 
shadow of consumption, 

Lytc entered Ihe ministry of the. 
Church Of England, and iu 1S23 was 
appointed to Lower tbixliniii, a sea- 
side paiish in Devonshire, whero ho 
-toiled for twenty-four years, greatly 
beloved by the people. He was in- 
tensely interested in children and 
gathered a Sunday .School of several 
hundred pupils around him. He also 
trained a splendid company of teach- 
ers for (In; school. He wrolo many 
hymns; practically all Tor his con. 
groghlion, and without much idea lliat 
so many of tlinin would become known. 
The circumstances under which Ihe 
beautiful hymn. "Abide with Mo" was 
written, arc of peculiar interest. 
During the 
Summer or 1SJ7 
the author be- 
came quite ill. 
He m .1 d ar- 
rangements to 
leave his parish, 
and seek a 
warmer climato 
for the Winter 
months. Before 
depart ing Ua 
had a groat 
longing to 
preach on eo 
again to hia 
P e p t c. His 
'friends protest- 
ed that he was 
not strong 
enough, but ho 
insisted on 
making the at- 
tempt. As he 
stood iu hia 
familiar pulpit 
for thc last 
tima he said: 
"Oh. brethren, 
1 stand hero

Quite a Common Thing 
"It has been mo.it interesting to 
find iiow many things the Chinese do 
evuetly opposite to us. Their writing. 
Tor instance: We write horizontally, 
tlicy write perpendicularly. Wo start 
our hooks rroin the from, they from 
die talc. They begin a letter with 
the name of the tounlvy and end 
ivitli the name of the person. The 
men wear skirts, and the women 
iroasera. Their compass points l.o 
the soiuii instead of to tin- nuitii. 
They always say. 'east, ivnl, south, 
north,' instead ol" 'north, cast, south, 
west.' The boulinen push with Iheir 
oars instead of pulling. The women 
when sewing push the needle from 
lliem Instead ol" to them. If the son 
wishes to give bis father a really 
good present, lie gives hint a collin. 
It is (|uite a common thing to see ;i 
beautiful i-(irriu in Hi.- rot-tier of the 
house, tin- .same having been pr.-sem- 
nl by a won 10 his father, 

"Yon will have noticed that I never 
say 'Chinamen.' The Chinese do nor 
like to be called Chinamen. They 
are the only people in the world ad- 
dressed in that way. Th.<y like to be 
called 'Chinese.' We never speak of 
a J;i|iatii!iaii, or an Eiighiud-imiu, <o- 
a Pmncp-maii! 

'"fhe Chinese are very polite peo- 
ple. I don't think- any people in the 
irarttl are more scrupulous iu matters 
of gooil manners. They put maiiy 
Westerners to shame in this regard. 
Only Want Training 
"The Chinese are not good singers, 
hut 1 am of the opinion that thuy 
tnly want (raining. Our Salvationist- 
romrades ai-e di.-ve]e|iing splendidly 
In this direction. When we get the 
Hull (all of them, they sing beauti- 
fully—only the simple stings, of 
<wir.se. 

"At the end of this year w<- are 
sending twelve of our girls, under the 
care of two Officers, to England, and 
1 hope they will visit Canada so thai 
you pan see and hear them. 

"Then, their taste in ntusie is not 
ours, They like the fiddle, but again, 
!h:>' tie not play it. as we do. Instead 
of drawing the bow to them, thcy 
pusli It away, There are several very 
fine CliinesP brass bands. What they 
heh in harmony and tone. they. make 
tip in volume. The Bandsmen wear 
yellow trousers with light blue coats, 
and have a. big while feather flowing 
[rem thoir caps. These Bands are 
used for very special occasions, and 
especially for weddings and funerals. 
The leaders appear to have strange 
idea,! an to tunes which should be 
Played in such circumstances. One 
day a hand passed our Headquarters 
playing. "Rod he with you till we 
meet again." [ round that the baud 
mm escorting a bride to the altar.

"Our Chinese people are also very 
fond of the tambourine. Nearly every 
Corps possesses a tambourine brig- 
ade of fouileen or lift dun players. 
They play litem in a very beautiful 
way. We h:ive h:>,d as many as fifty 
girls playing I heir tambourines a( 
one time, and every luiuljourine was 
iipt-rati-d in iiorfei-i unison. 

Delighted You Have Come 

"When The Salvation Army lirst 
commenced iu China some kind 
friends who welcomed us said, 'We 
are delighted you have come because 
of ihe SotiM Work you are able to 
do.' We did not unite lilse that, be- 
cause our primary work is evangel- 
ical. As a mailer ol" fuel several 
years passed licfoiv we did any Social 
Work whatever, li.ti we have now 
esiaOlishci! two Homes for girls. 1 
ennld led yon some very sad tilings 
a boa L these lastilcitions. 11 is unite 
a eoitiiiion Ihing fur icireuis to sell 
Iheir girls lor silver, especially when 
ill need. The procurer will come 
aiong ill limes of trial and will nlVnl' 
the psi rents twenty, lirty oi- one hun- 
dred dollars for the best looking girl 
in Ihe family, ami only too often the 
parents consent and sell their girls. 
The law forbids Ibis, but it is broken 
every [lay, 

"I hold In m.r possession a deed of 
sale made in proper l'onii by the 
lather and mother of a girl. It gives 
the parents' name.-;, (lie name of the 
daughl.-r. the uaineofthc middle man 
and also Unit of the buyer. The deed, 
slates that for so much money, which 
1ms been paid, limy hand over their 
daughter Id learn singing and prosti- 
tution, and if anything happens in 
her no fault will he round with tbe 
purchaser. Very often these poor 
creatures, slaves to vice, are treated 
worse limn chattels and in the most " 
lii-idiil way, uiilil the paor things drop 
into ihe grave. Our homes have been 
buill to prevent that terrible condi- 
tion of things ;is far as possible. 
Nearly every mm of the girls in our 
Homes has been saved I'mui diiii son 
of life. Our Officers have been told 
tlitil if I hey hear of any family likely 
la sell a girl, or of a procurer being 
around, they are to get busy, minis- 
ter relief to Ihe parents and lake the 
child. We become the guardians of 
such children, educate iliem. leach 
them how to work and lo love Cod. 

"I might suy somelliiiig about the 
beggars unci Ihe poor. China is af- 
fliclf'd willi many heggarw. One of 



(he most natural things for Chinese 
children to do is to hold out their 
hands. Millions of people in Cliisti 
live on the border line of starvation 
all their days; and during the winter 
they have no recourse but to beg. 
"We have now established porridge

kitchens: five of Iheiu in Peking, have 
dispensed many thousands of meals 
during Ihe pasl year. Two shel- 
ters have also been opened, and lie- 
fore the iioor beggars lie down to 
rest in Iheir places we get I hem to- 
gether and leach them the simple 
words of the Lord's Prayer— "Our 
Father. Who art in Heaven." In this 
way many a poor beggar who comes 
lo our Institutions goes away able lo 
repeal that well-known petition. 

"Only the week before I came away 
we opened our first Tti'scue Home in 
China. Wo had with us some of the 
leading Chinese citizens, as well as 
the leading foreigners, and 1 believe 
that oitf ltcscue Home is going to 
do a much-needed work. 

"I am proud lo he able to say dial 
our Salvation work in Norlli China is 
distinguished by its aggressiveness. 
We have in Peking a very large 
Temple and on certain days of the 
year thousands of Chinese go to (his 
place ostensibly to worship or burn 
incense, but their worship is of a 
verv selfish character. The place is 
full* of iitols and all sorts of gods, but 



the god that has by fur the greater 
number of devotees is the god of 
wealth. For several years we have 
ventured to march up to this Temple, 
and, with our little Band, to get into 
one of the inner courtyards and to 
speak of Jesus, and many of the 
Chiuese, burning their incense, see 
the Flag and stretch their necks to 
hear the message of The Salvation 
Army. Always wilh the Salvntion- 
■ «(<: yni, will foul f-nnvei-is wbi teslify 
niicl say, 'Last year- 1 burnt iiteense 
before a false god. Never again! I 
have learned Ihe imp Way. I have 
found the true Cod and lie bus given 
me true peace.* 

Four at Drum-head 

"I have with me several letters re- 
cently received from our Officers. It 
inighi be of interest lo you if 1 read 
some ot the things which they huv<- 
written to inc. This one is from Ad- 
julanl Oralitini: 

" To-day has been a special fes- 
tival day. .Multitudes of people stream 
to tile mountain. The three Corps 
have united. We have held a num- 
ber of Open-Air Meetings: had four 
converts al Ihe drum-head, sold one 
thousand Gospels, and uiu' Hundred 
and eighiy "War Crys." 1 believe the 
seeds of «p.-ei-b and priul. ^cnltered 
in all directions, will bring forth a 
good harvest. Within a shoi-i distance, 
where many were bowing before 
idols, four coiicris wt-rc bending be- 
fore Ihe kind of lords. Oh. i!m multi- 
tudes of people. I can sen ihe desert 
in the distance wilh a great mass of 
humanity :md iu the midst, of it. 
.si reamed oul our three Army l-Tar-.s. 
emblems of hope and Snivel ion f:.i 
all. Cud save the people!' 

"Another incideni I will tell y.m 
which will help you lo nndi-rslauii 
the inlluence of our work. In om- 
of Ihe cities we have opened a Corps 
which is commanded by a Swedish 
O Ulcer. Soon after (lie inlluence 
exercised by The Army was reeog- 
nlf.ed. a Magistrate wrote me and 
said. 'Will yuu please ask your Offi- 
cer here to preach against the foot- 
bindiiig practice of our people, and 
ask that they be good enough 1o cut 
off Iheir pigtails?' As a result of our 
response to Ibis request, the practice 
of foot-binding has already consider- 
ably reduced in the district. 

"Our work in China is :i live one. 
and the blessed iigtil of ihe Gospel is 
being spread throughout thai great 
land. But we, shall not be content 
niiiil it spreads lo ihe remotest parts 
ot the world."

SUCCESSFUL care or lood in the 
home depends) very largely on 
whether there is a. good store- 
room, siiitahlo containers and an ice 
box or some other reliable menus of 
keeping foods cool. Tim puuti-y, eel- 
lor or any otiicr room ivhcre rood is 
kept should be. rruo from nasty or 
other disagreeable odors. If the col- 
lar is used as the thief storage place 
of rood a ditnib-wuiter on which sup- 
plies can be lowered and raised soon 
pays for itself In limn and slrenuih 
saved. The liberal use of whitewash 
and unslaked lime in the cellar 
helps to keep down micro organisms 
and undesirable odors. T h c re- 
frigerator should be kept scrupulously 
clean. Only clean food, nlean ice, and 
clean containers should he put into 
it, and any food spilled should he 
wiped up immediately with a clean, 
damp cloth. The ice chamber, drain- 
pipe and trap must be Itept free fiom 
sediment and slime, and consetiuently 
should be washed occasionally with 
hot water and washing soda and 
rinsed with cold water.
